cattle that can fend for Itself, such as a 
mother cow, that is not gigantic in 
size, can produce a call each 12 
months and wean that calf at? months 
nL half her own weight. 

We need a cow that can raise that 
cair by herself. We don't have the 
manpower or time to keep checking 
each day for bad eyes or udders. 

No single breed is superior in all the 
given traits, but we have found with 
proper management that Angus more 
nearly suits our operation. We believe 
them to be more efficient in turning 
grass into beef. Also, a moderate size 
cow will breed and produce a calf 
every 12 months up through 12 years 
in age. Less turn over in a cow herd is 
very important. This Angus cow can 
produce 10 calves with a minimum 
amount of labor and medical atten¬ 
tion. Not Oply does extra treatment 
take time, it takeb money, Not to 
mention, each time a cow or calf goes 
through a chute U costs you in calf 
pounds or In the milk production. 

With proper management an Angus 
heifer can be bred and settled at 14 
months in age and a bull the same age 
can be fertile and mature enough to 
settle the 14 month old heifer. We like 
the early maturity and the mature 
size that goes with iL Getting them in 
production early and keeping them 
producing regularly Is a must in 
today's beef economics. 

Uniformity and eye appeal is a plus 
factor when selling. Since running an 
all black herd, we have not had to give 
a certain percentage cut. Only those 
unmarketable cattle h'aYe been turned 
back. JubL figure what a buyer can do 
to yob, if he takes the regular 10% cut 
‘ at $3. DO a hundred less and if he only 
ran cut 6% off. That is a difference of
